The train of nine cars, since 
leaving Seward yesterday, has 
passed a succession of beautiful 
mountain lakes, valley and glacier 
scenes, with mountains raising 
their lofty snow-capped peaks 
above the- clouds, lakes set like 
emeralds abong these mountains, 


valleys green with jungie-like vege- 


tation, and great diue glaciers 
creeping down the slopes. 
Ar ANCHORAGE 

Dinner was had at a station 
named Tunnel, and with the sun 
still high in the sky, although it 
was 8 o'’tlock, the party traveled 
for miles along Cook Inlet to 
Anchorage, the third largest city 
in Alaska. 

Here a two-hour stop was made. 
The President greeted citizens and 
was showh about the town, which 
was the base of operations in con- 
struction of the railroad, and has 
become the center of trade in coal 
from Chickaloon and Matanuska 
fields, to the east of the line. These 
fields the President saw before the 
train was parked for the night. 

The whole trip overiand is being 
made by daylight, which lasts. al- 
most twenty-four hours a day at 
this time of the year here. 

The President let it be known 
that he plans to stop at St. 
Thomas, Virgin Islands, on his way 
from Panama to New York, when 
he returns Washington from his 
tour.

Jumbles 


Iam writing this hoping that it 
Will be of some benefit to our cit!- 
sens who use our streets every 
day with automobiles. We are 
getting along very nicély now. as 
there are thousands of cars that 
are now out of the city. their own- 
era on Vacations. July and 24 
are two of our lightest months. 
I want this to be 4 kind of warning 
te the driving public, so that this 
fall, when our streets are crowded, 
the traffic divisin will be in shape 
to enforce all traffic ordinances, 
without fear or favor, and I do 
not intend to give any quarter. 
We are compelled to do this. If. 
we don't, we will choke to death. 
and will not be able to get traf- 
fie through our congested zone. | 

Our traffic squad hes been ma 
terially increased. This was brought | 
about by the combined efforts of 
thé press and our Chief and the 
Trafic Commiesion. and other 
cieties, and by this fall, we ex- 
pect to have a meunted squad ot 
twenty picked men in our congest- 
ed district. whose duty it will be to 
untangig trafic jams. Heretofore, 
our small mounted squad of 
men were used for tagging cares. 
When we get the new horses, they 
will be relieved of this work, and 
ride the streets, and keep autos in 
line, and prevent the blocking of 
street cars as much as possible. 


THE LOADING ZONE 
Now about our ordinance. They 
must be enforced, especially our 
loading zone ordinance. This ordi- 
mance should be enforced now: 
but when it was drawn up, it was 
worded wrong; but I want to warn 
the public that on the 20th inst., it 
will be in effect, and we will en- 
force it to the limit.

Domestic felicity is steadily 
gaining strength in England and 
Wales, if recently published statis- 
ties regarding divorce may be 
taken as @ criterion. During 1921 
the number of divorces in these 
countries declined by 33 per cent. 
In the previous year matrimonial 
suits showed an increave of 365 
per cent over the prewar totals. 
In recent years additiona)l lege 
facilities have been accorded to 
poor persons seeking divorce in 
England, and this has brought a 
large increase in the number cf 
cases. During the last une years 
24,209 matrimonial suits were filed. 
Of the 3464 suite entered in 1931, 
1702 petitions were filed by hus- 
bands and 1769 by wives. In 96 
per cent of the cases the petitioners 
were successful.

DAYS THEN, HOURS NOW 


Before the day of the Pony Ex- 
press the direct service to the Pa- 
cific Coast was by stage from S&t 
Louls, and the time required for 
the trip was twenty-three days. 
Passengers were $100 gold 
for transportation and letters were 
carried at the rate of 10 cents 

half-ounce. The rate by Pony 
was $5 per letter, and let- 
ters had to be written on the thin- 
nest of paper. Each rider had two 
mail pouches that never weighe1 
more than twenty pounds each, 
and no rider was employed Who 
weighed over 135 pounds. 

Alexander Majors, a Kentuckian, 
who was an extraord!i- 
nary character even in those col- 
orful days, was the driving force 
back of the Pony Express and rea!l- 
ly responsible for instituting it. He 
was noted for abstaining from the 
use of liquor, tobacco and profan- 
ity, and he required all his riders 
to take a selemmn oath not to use 
profane language, not to get drunk, 
not to gamble, not to treat ant 
mals and not to do any- 
thing incompatible with the con- 
duct of a gentleman. 

The route followed by the riders 
lay from Missouri through Kansas, 
Colorado, Utah and Nevada.

500 picked horses and 180 picked 
men. Each man was sup posed 
to ride an average of thirty miles, 
changing horees every ten miles, 
but they frequently were called on 
for more strenuous sepvice. WI -

never equaled of a continuous ride 
of 384 miles. Jim Moore, another 
star rider, was once compelled to 
substitute for hie relief partner 
who had been killed by the Indi- 
ans and repeat a ride of 140 miles 
without a minutes rest. He made 
the round trip of 280 miles in 
twenty-two hours, which was the 
fastest time ever made by the Pony 
Express for that distance. 

Majors decreed that it was the 
business of his men to deliver the 
mall and not to fight Indians. They 
might go gunning for redskins 
when they were off duty if they 
cared to, but when they were on 
the job they were supposed to 
run rather than fight. They carried 
pistols and knives and had a repu- 
tation for being able to use those 
weapons most effectively, although 
they never indulged in any need- 
less gunplay. 

TO HONOR TWAIN AND HARTE 

Mark Twain and Bret Harte are 
to be honored in the celebration 
that will be formally opened when 
the modern pony express rider 
completes the last lap and dashes 
into San Francisco in September. 
Both these famous writers lived 
in the Far West in the days of 
romance and adventure and have 
given us vivid pictures of their 
events and characters. In his 
“Roughing It.“ Twain says of the 
pony rider: 

“He rode a splendid horse that 
was born for a racer and fed and 
lodged like a gentieman; kept him 
at utmost speed for ten miles, and 
then, as he came crashing up to 
the station where steod two men 
holding a fresh. impatient steed. 
the transfer of rider and mail bag 
was made in the twinkling of an 
eye, and away flew the eager pair 
and were out of sight befere the 

r could hardly get the 
ghost of a look!” 

The pony express did not live 
long, and it is sad but true that it 
was not a financial success. When 
the Civil War opened the govern- 
ment saw the necessity of tele- 
graphic communication with the 
Coast and offered a substantial 
subsidy to the company that would 
firet link up Salt Lake City. Two 
groups of enterprising men under- 
took this, one starting from St. 
Joseph and the other from Los An- 
geles, and they reached Galt Lake 
City just one week apart. The 
first message was sent through by 
wire on October 24, 1861, and it 
sounded the doom of the pony ex- 
press. which had then been in ex- 
istence but a little over sixteen 
months. 

The service was continued for 
some little time after the telegraph 
line was opened, but the volume of 
business gradually dropped off and

but the average small bungalow is 
unsafe and insane. That it is at- 
outside, is no alibi. 

“I wou put through not two 
boulevards from the mountains to 
the sea, but ten. I would see that 
the end of a street did not run 
into somebody's front porch, 
jump over the piano, wind around 
through the house and start al! 
over again at the rear lot. I be 
eve there are 475,289,476 streets 
in this town which enjoy these 
physica] idiosyncracies. 

“I would beautify the harbor. 
following somewhat the model of 
the lovely South American barbor 
systems. From not having a single 
public statue of great Americans. 
Califorhians and Argonauts, 1 
would have dozens in our parks 
and by our roadways. The lack of 
monuments and statues here causes 
me to bide my head in shame when 
I go to Pittsburg.” 

The statement of Maurice Heu 
man, senior, vice-president of the 
Security Bank, was pertinent but to 
the point. “I would revise our 
laws, throwing out a number of 
obsolete municipal ordinances old 
enough to grow beards, making 
new ones to meet the changed con- 
ditions. I would give the Board

Dr. R. B. von KleinSmid, presi- 
dent of the University of South- 
ern California, stated that if, by 
some fortuitous chance, he should 
discover himself to be the owner 
of Los Angeles, he would immedi- 
ately set aside from the city's 
revenues a sum, at | $10,000, 
000, for educational e sion.

ARTISTIC FACTORIES 

For the past ten or fifteen years 

“attractive” and “architec- 
turally well done” factories have 
been designed. Many of our in- 
dustrial plants have artistic exte- 
riors, entrances, lobbies, directors’ 
and executives’ suites and some- 
times “administration dulldin s — 
all of which, though highly desir- 
able in themselves, are of but sec- 
ondary consideration. 

Nine times out of ten the con- 
sideration of these problems, in 
the hands of the professional ad- 
visor and the executives, working 
jointly, received major considera- 
tion, conceding, of course, that the 
necessary area and safe construc- 
tion of the factory are secured 
through somebody's action. All of 
this is, of course, highly credit- 
able, and is all right—as far as it 
goes—and until within the past 
few t seemed to go the 
limit in factory planning. 

We are now entering a third 
era of industrial activity and one 
which promises to last, viz.. the 
era of keen intelligent, analytical 
competition, of high material 
costs, of labor shortage and high 
rates of labor wage. 

Competition cannot be eliminat- 
ed in most lines, and is becoming

This fact justifies and re- 
quires that the possibilities of cut- 
ting labor costa by labor elimina- 
tion In the old plant be considered 
as thoroughly as in the new 
plant. 

Nine plants out of ten in this 
country will pay dividends of from 
20 per gent to 50 per cent on the 
cost of improvements of this sort.

It 
is estimated that 90 per cent of 
the vessels bound for New Orleans | 
approach from the East, and the 
new channel would effect a saving 
of twenty-four hours in running 
time for v ls coming from the 
East. It will also eliminate the 
silt and current problems of the 
present channel. Federal assist- 
ance in the construction of the new 
channel will asked, and it is 
believed that the channel will be a 
development of the near future. 

To create the modern harbor of 
today, New Orleans had A* 
things to do. The city was fo to 
devise a sewerage’ and drainage 
system for a region aevura of nat- 
ural grades, and this was done 
through the installation of auto- 
matic underground electric pumps. 
For drainage purposes a special 
pump had to be devised. 

For years the city had derived 
its domestic water supply from 
rain water, but this was in- 
adequate in the port develop- 
ment program. only two sources 
were open, the muddy river 
water and wells, which in most 
cases yielded salt water. To | 
overcome this difficulty an enor-— 
mous filtration plant was built and 
pure filtered water is now deliv- 
ered so cheaply that it is used for 
washing the city’s streets, and for 
fighting fires. 


PORT PROTECTION 

Further port protection was se- 
cured by the elimination of yel- 
low fever and bubonic plague; | 
with these eliminated movement of | 
commodities through the port has 
proceeded unhampered. 

New Orleans draws upon the en- 
tire Mississippi Valley for its com- 
merce.

The board, | 
which acts as a board of directors, | 
has been removed from political | 
influence, and has been given) 
broad powers under the State con- 
stitution, | 


The board appoints a manager. 
who need not necessarily be a resi- 
dent of the State, and the manager 
builds up his own staff and work- 
ing organization. Department ‘veads 
are selected for their executive 
ability, and they are paid accord- 
ing to merit, no arbitrary mit 
being placed on salaries. 

Under the direction of this board 
the world’s greatest cotton 
house and terminal has been erect- 
ed on the river front.

For that is the test of true neighborliness and the little suburb of 
Sawtelle the other day answered the question as some day—God will- 
ing—all nations and peoples will answer it. 

In Sawtelle not long ago a humble family lost its home by fire. 
It was not insured. All the poor folks owned went up in smoke. They 
had no way to retrieve their fortunes by their own unaided effort. But 


prive them of. They lived in a community where the spirit of the old 
neighborhood still survived. | 

Today they own a new four-room bungalow that sprang up between 
sun-up and dusk from the ashes of the lost home. The Sawtelle neigh- 
bors of the bereaved couple wrought this miracle. They did it because 
they understood the real meaning of the word neighbor. 

We are not a man’s neighbor because we live on the other side of 
the fence from him, but because of our friendly disposition toward him. 
We might live next door to a man and be a thousand miles from him 
in thought, in feeling, in sympathy. How do we use our mind, our 
muscle, our strength? Are we centered on the pin point of self, or 
do we walk wide across the world in service of others? Does some- 
thing that we have mean what a bone does te a dog? By so much as 
are we above a cur we will be above him in service. Did not our poet 
say that “The gift without the giver is bare”? And did he not speak 
truth? We know what the means, but our dog does not. 

You may be miles away from us and be our best neighbor. We 
may live next door to you and be unneighborly. It is not a matter of

Iden heart of that old, sweet story of the Good Samaritan. Per- 
Eade he was ah imprudent man who went the Jericho road and fell 
among thieves. As to his imprudence the story is silent. But the very 
heart of us condemns the preacher and the other traveler, each of 
whom missed his chance to serve that sufferer. There is something in the 
soul of us that senses the spirit of service in the Good Samaritan. It 
would have been only one of many sordid stories, had not the Samari- 
tan’s neighborly mercy lifted it to sublimity. — 

Who was neighbor to him that fell among the thieves? We all 
know it was the man who served the sufferer. Who knows but the 
priest and the Levite were as close to that poor, beaten traveler as the 
Samaritan was. But simply to ask “Who was neighbor to him that 
fell among thieves” is to give answer with the same breath that asked 
the question. It is not nearness, but compassion, that makes a man 
neighborly. It is not being just on the other side of the fence that 
makes a man our neighbor, but it is serving our need in spite of the 
fence. NEIGHBORLINESS IS NOT LOCALITY, BUT VE; IT I 
NOT GEOGRAPHY, BUT GOODNESS; IT IS NOT MATHE- 
MATICS, NOR IN MILES, BUT IN MERCY. 

That story told by the Master of mercy has immortalized old- 

fashioned neighborliness. It has to do with inside nearness. Outside 
nearness is purely incidental to neighborliness. To be real neighbors 
folks must have mutual nearness of thought, of feeling, and of sym- 
pathy. 
The spirit of the old-fashioned neighbor is not sectional, nor sec- 
tarian, nor clannish, but friendly and serviceable as far as its helping 
hand can reach. A man once fell dangerously sick in harvest time. 
His wheat stood goldening and ready for the sickle. His neighbors 
fields were white unto the harvest. But they saw their suffering and 
helpless neighbor’s need. One good man among them suggested that 
they all have a rally harvest day in the sick man’s field. As soon as 
the next day’s morning dews were gone a glad company of neighborly 
harvesters reaped and gathered into fragrant shocks the sick neighbor's 
wheat. They were all happy as the shadows of evening fell, and they 
sent a messenger to tell the suffering neighbor to get well as soon as 
possible, that his wheat was “all in the shock.” It was a day when a 
whole neighborhood turned Good Samaritan.” 

That spirit of old-fashioned neighborliness was practically pos- 
sible then. It is practically possible now. It is the way to neighbor- 
hood peace and prosperity, to national peace, to world peace. Only 
this Good Samaritan spirit can settle the world’s troubles. 

We can make world peace if we can plant the old neighborhood 
spirit throughout the world. Peace cannot be made by driving sharp 

litical bargains. It cannot be brought about by policies and diploma, 
cies. When any man anywhere convinces any er man anywhere 
else that the two are sincere friends, that momeft they both breathe 
A warless atmosphere and peace is assured. 7 
Nations are made of men, and what is true of men is true of na- 
tions. If we can carry the spirit of the old neighborhood into inter- 
national relationshipé it will make a warless world. Mutual good will 
in a community is but the beginning of mutual good will in a continent. 
It is simply the neighborly spirit spread out, world-wide. We will 
never end war by policies, by ambitions, by pride, by power. But war

“Practice in the application of this method 
is necessary and it is suggested that per- 
sons who contemplate spending their vaca- 
tions near the water practice this method 
of resuscitation upon a living subject.

“First, examine the ‘victim's mouth and 
throat with your finger and remove any 
foreign body (tobacco, false teeth, etc.) 
Do not stop to loosen person's clothing, but 
immediately begin actual resuscitation. Ev-

“Lay the patient on his stomach, both 
arms extended overhead. Turn face to one 
side so that nose and mouth are free for 
breathing. Kneel, straddling the patient's 
hips; place the palms of your hands on the 
smali of the back, little finger just touching 
the last rib— tips of fingers just out of 
your sight. On counting one, two, with the 
arms held straight, swing forward slowly 
#0 that the weight of your body is gradually 
but not violently brought to bear upon the 
patient. This action takes from two to 
three seconds. 

“While counting three, immediately swing 
backward 80 as to remove the pressure, re 
turning to the upright position. Hands 
should not be removed from. patient while 
removing pressure. While counting four 
and five, rest. Repeat deliberately twelve 

fifteen times a minute, the swinging for- 
ward and back—complete respiration in four 
or five seconds. Time by your own breathing. 

“As soon as this artificial respiration has 
been started, and while it is being contin- 
ved, an assistant, if one is present, ghould 
loosen any tight clothing about the patient's 
neck, chest, or waist. Keep the patient 
warm by covering the limbs with blankets 
or by rubbing them gently. Continue res 
piration (if necessary, four hours or longer) 
without interruption, until natural breath- 
ing is restored or ntil a physician declares 
rigor mortis (stiffening of the body) has set 
in. If natural breathing stops after being 
restored, use resuscitation again. 

“Do not give any liquid by mouth untl 
the patient is fully conscious. Place am- 
monia near the nose, determining a safe 
distance by first trying how near it may be 
held to your own. Assistant should hit 

patient's shoe heels a few times with a 

stick and repeat this operation every 

five minutes until breathing commences.

Malern medicine is concentrating on pre 
ventive, rather than curative measures, de- 
clared Dr. Wilbur, who is head of Stanford 
University of California, and who is the 
frst Far Westerner to be offered the presi- 
dency of the American Medical Association.

Teaching people how to live, so that they 
will not get sick? By no means. No in- 
come in that. 


Another address before the association's 
house of delegates was that of Dr. F. C. 
Warnschuis of Grand Rapids, Mich., speak- 
er of the house, who deplored what he 
termed the rise of antiscientific cults, 
untably the chiropractic. 


“The past year has witnessed attack 
after attack upon the integrity of our pro- 
fession, in many legislatures,” Dr. Warn-

Early Circus Experience 

N APRIL of 18386 Barnum met Aaron 

Turner, one of the early circus proprie- 
tors of America. They formed a partner- 
ship by which Barnum became ticket-seller, 
secretary and treasurer of Turner's travel- 
ing circus at $30 per month and 20 per cent 
of the net receipts. 

Barnum'’s wife, Charity, and their small 
daughter, Caroline, returned to Bethel, and 
Barnum toured the country with Turner's 
circus, traveling in New England, the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States, and some of the South. 

Turner may be regarded as one of Bar- 
far as he had any at 
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N THIS tour he exhibited a personal 

versatility that is interesting in the 
light of the later triumph of his person- 
ality. In Camden, 8. C, the negro singer, 
Sandford, left Barnum without notice, just 
before the show. The audience must not 
be disappointed, and so Barnum blacked 
his face thoroughly and sang the songs ad- 
vertised, including “Zip Coon,” “The Rac- 
coon Hunt, or Sitting on a Rail’ and “Gittin’ 
Upstairs.” 

Aaron Turner disbanded his circus soon 
after Barnum left him, and Barnum bought 
some of its equipment for his own show. 
The enlarged circus was known as “Bar- 
nume Grand Scientific and Musical Thee 
ter,” the first traveling show to carry the 
name of P. T. Barnum. 

In May, 1837, Barnum’s company dis 
banded at Nashville, Tenn., because of poor 
business. After a short trip to New York, 
he took his circus into Kentucky and down 
the Mississippi to New Orleans, where it 
was finally disbanded; Barnum returned 
to New York, disgusted at the lack of op- 
pertunities to make money with a traveling 
show. 

It is interesting te note that Barnum was 
almost an old man before he changed his 
mind about this and organized the great 
circus with which his name today is chief- 
ly associated. His next success was in the 
museum business, and Barnum's American 
Museum” in New York was an institution 
famous throughout the country.

La one occasion the company arrived 
at Hanover Courthouse, near Rich- 
mond, Va., during a storm. It was impossi- 
ble to give the show, and Turner purposed 
to move on to Richmond, but the landlord 
at Hanover Courthouse insisted that since 
an agent of the circus had engaged rooms 
and three meals for the entire company of 
thirty-six, he must be paid for these con- 
veniences whether or not they were used. 
This argument arose just before the noon 
meal. Turner tried persuasion, but the 
landiord was firm. He therefore ordered 
dinner, which was promptly eaten by the 
whole company. As soon as the table was 
cleared, supper for thirty-six were ordered 
for half-after noon. After the thirty-six 
had eaten as much as possible of the sup- 
per, Turner ordered lighted candles for 
every member of the company, and directed 
that they all go to their rooms and get into 
bed at one o'clock in the afternoon. Half 
an hour later they dressed and went down 
to breakfast, which Turner had ordered 
for two o'clock sharp. They ate as much as 
possible under the circumstances, and at 
half-past two the company left for Rich- 
mond. Turner insisted upon carrying out 
this program with due solemnity in spite 
of the protests of the landlord and the con- 
ulstve mirth ot his performers: .

The High Cost of Styles 

According to Wm. A. Durgin ot the 
Department of Commerce, in The Nation's 
Business, your morning's milk is being 
transported in 239 styles of can, only to be 
poured into sixty-odd shapes of milk bot- 
tles, fitted with 29 different sizes of paper 
cap; and the pistons cf your automobile 
motor may be equipped with any one of 
11,000 different sizes and types of piston 
ring. 

A single manufacturer of bedsteads fust 
before the war carried 901 designs: and one 
manufacturer of paper, up to a year or two 
ago, gloried in a line of over 2,000 varieties 
and brands; while in such a ccmmodity as 
women's shoes, no one can state the full 
extent of variation. For a sample estimate, 
consider that feminine foot gear is manufac- 
tured in widths and sizes totaling a range of 
196 items, that any given style may be pro 
duced in 10 different materials, giving 1,960 
varieties for one style in All leathers, tab- 
rics, sizes and widths; then contemplate 
the experts’ enumerations of current styles.

Federal Co-Operative Laws 

Recent federal legisiation bearinc 
growers co-operative marketing organiza. 
tions, renders it expedient that those formed 
previous to the passage of these laws be 
reorganized. Among the first to do this was 
the Raisin Association, and now the Poultry 
Producers of Central California will reorga- 
nize under a new charter. The new associa- 
tion will be formed without capital stock, 
membership will be limited to actual, pro 
ducers, changes will be made in the method 
of voting so as to make the same in exact 
proportions to the use each member makes 
of the association instead of a one man one 
vote system, and new sale agreements will be 
provided to take the place of the present 
agreement, which expires December 41, 
1923. Co-op-rative marketing has been more 
or less in the lime-light during the past two 
months, particularly among fruit growers, 
but the interest that has been awakened 
and the support elicited clearly indicate that 
the finyntial and mercantile interests are 
keenly alive to the fact that they mus 
function and be Sustained.

Heredity in Poultry 

Student breeders of poultry and the more 
advanced fanciers will be interested to 
learn of a new book, expounding the 
Mendelian law, (as applied to the breeding 
of domesticated fowl.) by R. C. Punnett.

UALITY FRUIT WBREK” wil) be ob- 


served at thirty-two points in the 
twenty-five counties in which the California 
Peach and Fig Growers’ Association oper- 
ates, from July 16 to 21, it was recently 
announced by General Manager J. L. Reeder 
of the association. Demonstrations, ex- 
hibits and discussions will feature the 
week's drive to secure the close co 
operation of the grower members in 
placing pn the market this year the finest 
pack of dried peaches and figs that has ever 
gone out of California. The area in which 
the California Peach and Fig Growers’ 
Association operates has been divided in- 
to fourteen sections. Exhibits of the various 
grades of dried peaches and figs will be 
supplemented with actual sorting demon- 
strations, with the object in view of secu- 
ring uniform deliveries in every section 
The entire membership of 8500 growers has 
been asked to take an active part in the 
campaign and members are being urged 
to attend the meetings in their districts 
These will be held at various plants operat- 
ed by the association and in outlying 
districts at the receiving stations. 


The move is actuated by two motives— 
an effort to reduce the cost of handling 
fruit through the elimination of the sorting 
charges to the grower and an effort to in- 
form the growers definitely regarding 
grades which meet with the greatest favor 
in American markets. It is estimated by 
the management of the association that re- 
turns to growers for fruit delivered will be 
materially increased by careful 


Lesson Driven Home 

T HAS become more than ever apparent 

this year that better orchard practices 
will have to be followed with respect to the 
growing of apricots if this industry is to be 
placed permanently on a better, sounder 
basis. The demand for high quality fruit 
has become so insistent that there may soon 
come a time when it will be a continuously 
losing game to produce any other kind. A 
“cot” is no longer merely a cot“ It must 
measure up in size and lusciousness to 
standards set by canners or other handlers, 
or it will not be marketable for returns that 
will justify its production. Reports from 
many deciduous centers indicate that far too 
great a proportion of the fruit grown this 
years shows evidence of absence of thinning 
and of neglect in other particulars. The 
worst thing about the situation is that in 
some instances those in a district who have 
followed the best methods are compelled to 
suffer along with the rest, since handlers of 
the fruit do not care to start campaigns on 
small volumes of even first class apricots. 
The lesson of such unnecessary loss is 
bound to sink in before many years and 
when it does there is sure to be a real 
stabilization of the industry. Right now is 
the best possible time for the orchardists to 
begin taking stock of the situation. 


Practical Science 

HE RECENT award of the Spingarn 
Medal for 1922 to Dr.George Washing- 
ton Carver, a scientist at Tuskegee Insti 
tute, was given in consideration of his serv- 
ices in agricultural chemistry. The Spin 
garn Medal is awarded annually for the 
most distinguished achievement by an 
American citizen of African descent. Dr. 
Carver's most important work has been 
the developing of 165 by-products of the 
peanut and 116 of the sweet potato. He has 
also discovered a method of making a stock 
tenic from vegetable products, and paper, 
rope cordage and straw matting from okra 
fibre. This energetic scientist is adding to 
the wealth of agriculture and his work is 

greatly appreciated in the South. 
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CALIFORNIA AND FLORIDA—RIVAL 
STATES WITH COMMON INTERESTS

ALIFORNIA, by reason of her hortt- 
C cultural products and achievements, 
occupies a unique position in the 
fruit world. Being the only State credited 
with the growing of certain orchard and 
vineyard crops, she is in a measure exempt 
from competition. Of other crops, ber pro- 
duction is so pronounced as to be domi- 
nant in the trade. In the growing of crops 
of a general character, her soll and climatic 
conditions give her a foremost position. 
In most cases her competition is regional, 
but in citrus fruits it is practically limited 
Florida. 


to 
It is obvious that there is much in com- 
mon between the citrus fruit growers of 


Florida and California, and in this connec- 


— — — 


tion it is gratifying to one’s pride to learn 
that the Floridans look to California for 
leadership in the sélving of their problems 
and in large measure are . following the 
blazed trail we have made in co-operative 
marketing. About one-third of their citrus 
fruit is distributed through this channel. 
Naturally, the fruits of both sections find a 
sale in the same markets, though not at 
the same season of the year; both contend 
with troubles from insect pests and dis- 
eases; and both have to combat the same 
conditions in economic distribution and 
salesmanship. But here similarity ceases. 

In natural resources and elemental con- 
ditions the two States are radically at vari- 
ance. Admittedly, Florida is in the humid 
region, nevertheless there is a dry season 
in late spring and early summer that often 
is disastrous to growing crops, and which 
could easily be avoided if the vast reser- 
voirs of water she enjoys in the possession 
of many fresh water lakes were tapped and

sidered as basic to successful produc- 
tion of citrus fruits irrigation, fertilization 
and pest control. In addition to these, a 
fourth is rapidly increasing in importance. 
The annual losses through trunk and root 
diseases have reached such a point that 
their control is imperative if citrus or 
chards are to be maintained at their high- 
est efficiency and adequate returns are to 
be received. Until fifteen years ago, the 
relative importance of these diseases was 
not great. Comparatively little attention 
was paid them; they were not widely dis- 
tributed. Today they are found generally 
throughout most citrus sections. Their 
prevention’ and control has become the 
concern of citrus growers generally. 

For the most part, the causes of these 
diseases are well understood, and the 
methods of control are simple and effective. 
if used at the proper time. Many “secret” 
remedies and “mysterious” methods of 
treatment, for which all the virtues printed 
in patent medicine almanacs are claimed, 
have been devised, and thousands of dol- 
lars have been spent by growers on such 
“dope” ina vain hope for phenomenal 
recoveries. Actual injury and even death 
to the tree have resulted from the use of 
these results, in some cases. Most of them 
have been developed for trunk and root 
diseases, especially for scalybark of the 
orange, shellbark of the lemon, and brown 
rot and gray mould gum disease. 

Familiarity with the pature of thege dis- 
eases and their control are important to the 
grower in order that he may handle them 
cheaply and effectively himself. Should he 
prefer 4o hire the work done, such knowl 
edge will enable him to determine whether

CITRUS GUMMOSIS 

Of the different diseases found on citrus 
trees, gummosis is one of the oldest recog- 
nized in California. Prior to the work of 
Dr. Fawcett of the Riverside Citrus Experi- 
ment Station, this disease was supposed to 
be caused by unsatisfactory environmental 
conditions, particularly damp soil around 
the bud union, and deep planting. Through 
careful investigations, two distinct types 
of the disease were isolated by him, and 
were shown to be caused by two common 
fungi present in most orchard soils, the so- 
called brown rot fungus and the gray 
mould, or fungus. The former at- 
tacks oranges, lemons and grapefruit, while 
the latter confines its attack primarily to 
lemons. Botrytis gum disease attacks the 
surface and works inward. Brown rot gains 
entrance through abrasions or bushes. 
Both often start at the point of the bud 
unison and work upward. The brown rot 
gum disease kills the outer and inner bark 
together and frequently causes large gum 
pockets underneath the bark. The Botrytis 
gum disease kills the outer bark much 
faster than the inner. 

The treatment for the two worked out by 
Dr. Faweett is essentially the same; the 
area infected is determined by a light 
scraping of the bark and in brown rot gum 
disease, the entire affected portion of the 
outer and inner bark is removed, the cuts 
being made into healthy wood at least a 
quarter of an inch beyond all evidences of 
infection. Gum pockets are then 


dead bark is scraped moderately and, in 


irrigation was more generally practiced. 
To a Californian this lack of appreciation 
for irrigating practice under periodical arid 


conditions seems not only short-sighted, but 
unprofitable. 


California being a region of scant rain- 
fall, irrigation is imperative, and this in it- 
self takes some of the chance out of fruit 
culture and insures regular and profitable 
crops. Florida is a flat country, but little 
above sea level, while California is a 
mountainous region of average high eleva- 
tion imtersected with great va eys and 
mountain plateaus. With us the soil is 
usually fertile, being a sandy loam, clay 
loam, adobe or of a decaying granitic for- 
mation, while in Florida it is invariably 
shallow or pure sand, which calls for con- 
stant fertilization, if profitable crops are to 
be harvested. And just in so far as environ- 
ment and Conditions vary, cultura] methods 
are also different. 

A friable shallow soil obviously does 
require the cultivation — 4 
heavy retractory soll; and where fertiliza- 
tion supplies the major portion of the plant 
food demanded by growing trees, growth is 
apt to be less robust than on heavier soils 
richly stored with fertility, When allow- 
ance is made for the lower price of land in 
Florida, the saving in irrigation improve- 
ments on a scale like those essential in 
California, and the lower cost of labor, one 
would naturally infer that fruit could be 
produced for less money there than here, 
and possibly this is largely the case. But 
taking into consideration that much of the 
labor employed in Florida is unskilled, and 
considering also the large costs for com- 
mercial fertilizer, it will be realised that 
the difference may not be so very marked 
after all. In reaching Atlantic Coast mar- 
kets, however, there is a marked saving ia 
freight tariffs for Florida as compared to

CITRUS CONDITIONS 


Historically, citrus culture ig Florida is 
no new thing, since orange trees have been 
a feature of the landscapes in certain sec- 
tions for over a century. Its commercial 
importance, however, dates from about the 
same period in which beginnings were in 
evidence in Riverside, San Bernardino and 
Los Angeles counties in Southern Califor- 
nia. In 1893-94 the total output in Florida 
was 5,055,367 boxes; in the freeze of 1896 
the total volume was reduced to 147,000 
boxes. From that staggering blow, the in- 
dustry has not only recovered, but has de- 
veloped, until the present output consists 
of approximately 15,000,000 boxes, as 
against California's 40,000,000. Florida 
still being in the period of her develop- 
ment, the plantings of citrus fruits now Ko- 
ing on are on a larger scale than those 
gape ae leads to the opinion 

e no r distant future her out 
probably be doubled. * 


In the matter of varieties there is no 
such thing as standardization in Florida. 
At the Tampa Citrus Fair 1 counted over 
fifty listed varieties of oranges, twenty of 
grapefruit, and five of lemons. Much, if 
not quite all, of this nomenclature is lost 
in the market, as nearly all these oranges 
are recognized in the trade simply as 
Florida’s oranges.” This same condition 
prevails as regards the Pomelo or grape- 
fruit, of which large quanfities of fine 
quality fruit are produced. The growing of 
lemons is a negligible quantity in Florida, 
because conditions do not favor the produc. 
tion of this fruit for commerctal purposes. 
What our Florida friends should do as 
quickly as possible is to cut down their 
numbers of varieties to two or three of the 
very best in each group, enhance quality 
and appearance as much as possible, and 
then standardize their output so that it 
will reach the ultimate consumer uniform 
in type, color, grade, size and eating 
quality. 

Comparative criticism between the two 
States is not necessary, but we may be 
permitted to show wherein they differen- 
tiate. In oranges and lemons, California} 
will maintain her lead because climatic 
conditions and environment are favorable 
to the production of high-grade fruit of fine 
keeping quality. Im grapefruit (pomelo) 
Florida for some years at least will main- 
tain her lead. The ultimate markets for 
all this output of both States may cause ia 
timid minds some apprehension, but at the 
present rate of increase in population it is 
more of a problem in distribution than it is 
one of overproduction. . 

It may seem unusual to propose co-opera- 
tion between the two citrus-producing 
States of the Union, but a study of the 
situation will reveal conditions germane 
to both sections which might be bettered 
to mutual advantage. in the first place.

Many companies will work in the Redlands 
district this year and the work will be 
carefully checked by the Citrug Bureau so 
that detailed account may be kept of re- 
sults.

end fumigation methods, according to J. P. 
Coy, San Bernardino county horticultural 
commissioner Mr. Coy expects that fully 
26,000 acres of citrus groves in the county 
will be treated. An accurate check of every 
orchard in need ot pest control is being 
kept and most ranchers have signed for 
treatment. Refusal to sign may result in 
enforcement of the compulsory clean-up 
ordinance, the commissioner said 

Additions have been made to the staff 
of d@puty commissioners in the citrus sec 
tions of the county and the inspectors are 
all preparing to push the fumigation and 
spray work this year as never before. 

The horticultural inspectors will be 
armed with the new fumigation regulations 
this year and wil! do their part to secure 
maximum kills for the growers. Night in- 

win visit the fumigation crews 
while at work and a rigid tnuspection will 
be made of all equipment on a minimum of 
twice a week. Spray gauges will also be 
tested to see that they are up to standard 
and limeand sulphur sprays tested for 
proper strength.

Another 
grower obtained seven tons on three acres: 
and many other good yields were reported. 
One grower, with a ten-acre grove of young 
trees, just coming into bearing, figured on 
geting two hundred pounds altogether, but 
picked and sold over four thousand pounds. 
As a whole, the fruit was a little better 
this year than last, and brought better 
prices. The Bings sold for exceptionally 
good prices. There was little demand from 
the Canners for the Royal Anns, but 
these sold fairly well in the orchards, 
bringing good prices to the growers. The 
Lamberts did not set well on the trees, 
nor did they color well, but they were up 
to and over size. Coming in late, they

For many years, the roughened condition 
Jon lemon trunks, accompanied by a slough- 
ing off of the bark in plate-like pieces with 
more or less gumming, was thought to be 
due to advancing age and not to any specific 
disease. The trees go through periods of 
decline and then seem to recover for awhile 
only to go through the cycle of decline once 
more.

kerosene and other low-grade fwels in 
tractor engines can largely be prevented. 
Badly carbonized cylinders and pistons, 
stuck rings, and the rapid dilution of the 
¢crank-case oil, with the resulting damage 
to pistons and bearings, are not the normal 
results. 

Warm up the engine thoroughly before 
starting to use the heavier fuel. If the en- 
gine is not equipped with a thermostat 
control of the cooling water temperature, 
cover a part of the radiator during. cool 
weather. Never allow the engine to run 
idle for any length of time. Keep the 
mixture lean. Before stopping shift back 
to gasoline and stop the engine by shutting 
off the fuel rather than by shorting the 
ignition. Use a high-grade cylinder oi] and 
completely change the crank case oil every 
thirty to forty hours. If these simple direc- 
tions are followed and the engine has been 
designed to use kerosene, the results ob- 
tained should be satisfactory. 

How many of you are guilty of the prac 
tice of switching to kerosene just as soon 
as possible? You are proud of the fact 
that your engine will shoot on kerosene 
just as soon as you get it started. Of 
course, you have to open the needle valve 
an extra turn or so, but what of that? It 
means that the engine is too cold to com- 
pletely vaporize the heavier fuel and that 
the additional fuel resulting from the extra 
turn of the needle valve is carried into the 
cylinder in the form of a fine mist. There 
some of it is partially burned and deposited 
as carbon; some of it washes away what 
little oll there is on the cylinders and pis- 
tons, then works down into the crank case 
and dilutes the ofl there: and some of it is 
carried out through the exhaust, where it

son as possible where there is danger from 
cold weather. 

Tools suitable for scraping are readily 
made. A threecornered glazicr’s knife 
makes a very desirable tool. Another one 
commonly used is made from an old file 
Which has been sharpened at both edges 
and bent into a half circle about two and 
a half inches in diameter and fitted into a 
wooden handle. This gives a double cut- 
ting edge, rounded so as to enable scrap 
ing of irregular areas. Where many trees 
are to be treated, the use of several such 
tools of varying sizes has been found ad- 
vantageous. The cutting edges should be 
kept sharp. Some growers use mower 
teeth to which handles have been fitted, as 
these give three cutting edges. In cutting 
out areas affected with guntmosis, sharp 
knives should be used and the cuts should 
be made clean. 

Various other methods of treating these 
diseases have been tried, including slitting, 
scoring and peeling the bark. With the 
former practice, it is not possible to check 
the disease and effect permanent cures, 
and in the latter, the treatment is too dras- 
tic and not to be recommended, for though 
new bark may be formed afterward under 
Proper conditions, it causes too great a de- 
lay and the procedure is too expensive. 
The methods outlined have given satisfac- 
tory results for a period of years and under 
varying conditions. They are cheap, et- 
fective and readily applied. Their success 
depends upon thoroughness and care and 
follow-up work to eliminate any infection 
that escapes the first treatment.

This situation 
is made worse by the fact that the pistons 
and cylinders are always poorly lubricated 
for the first few minutes after a cold en- 
gine is started. 

A similar situation results if the engine 
is allowed to run on kerosene while idling 
for any length of time. It cools below the 
proper working temperature and usually 
begins to miss irregularly on all cylinders 
and may miss altogether on one or two 
cylinders. Whenever a cylinder fails to 
fire it means that there is a certain 
amount of the heavier portions of the fuel 
mixture deposited on the cylinder walls to 
thin out the oil and gradually work down 
into the crank case. ° 

If a kerosene-burning engine is used On a 
light load in cold weather and is not 
equipped with a thermostat, an effort should 
be made to keep it warmed up to the 
proper working temperature. This can 
usually be accomplished best by covering 
a part of the radiator, thus reducing the 
effective radiating area and the amount of 
air flowing through the radiator.

SCALYBARK OF ORANGE 
Scalybark of orange trees is somewhat 


lemon. It causes a flaking off of the outer 
bark, accompanied by gumming. and re 
duces the vigor and production of the tree. 
It attacks small and large limbs as well as 
the trunk and eventually kills the tree un- 
less it is treated. In its early stages, the 
disease affects only the outer bark, but in 
the last stages, it works into the wood it- 
self. Three stages of the disease are gen- 
erally recognized. In the first or beginning 
stage, the areas affected are small, local- 
ized, and present a roughened appearance 
with the exudation of gum at the edges. 
The disease is readily controlled at this 
point. During the second stage, the areas 
spread, often circling the trunk and limbs. 
Gumming continues at the edge of the in- 
fection and at times throughout the entire 
area affected. Small pieces of bark project 
outward from the surface at irregular an- 
gles. The infection still continues to affect 
the outer bark. Limbs affected begin to 
have a weakened appearance and the foll- 
age begins to decrease in size and vigor. 
In the third or last stage, the infection 
starts to extend into the wood, the bark 
commences to die, the top of the tree goes 
back, and has a distinctly stunted, un 
healthy appearance, caused by dying of the 
twigs, reduction in leaf size and change in 
color. In this last stage, the treatment is 
dificult, more costly and less certain in 
results. 

The disease yields to treatment readily 
by scraping, especially in the two first 
stages. If the areas are small, they may 
be cut out entirely or merely scraped light- 
ly through to healthy appearing bark. 
Where the limbs and trunk are seriously af- 
fected, the entire trea should be scraped, 
as well as a zone three to four inches be- 
yond all visible signs of infection, The
